DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final 
rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 
37 CFR 1 .1 1 4, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed March 16, 2011 has been 
entered. Claims 2-3, 5-18, 21-22 and 25 are deleted. Claim 1 is amended. 
Now, Claims 1, 4, 19-20, 23-24 and 26-30 are pending. 

2. Claim objection(s) in the previous Office Action (Paper No. 
20101218) is/are removed. 

3. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 1 03 in the previous Office Action 
(Paper No. 20101218) is/are removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 4, 1 9-20, 23-24 and 26-30 are allowed.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) 

over the closest references: Komitsu (US 2003 0105261), Suzuki (EP 538 
881 ) and Okamoto (WO 03 01 1 978, US 7 1 1 5 695) 

None of Komitsu, Suzuki and Okamoto, taken alone or in 
combination, teaches or fairly suggests a) the presently claimed curable 
composition, where a tin neodecanoate and a primary amine are used as 
set forth in Claim 1 ; and b) the presently claimed curable composition 
where a carboxylic acid and an amine where the carbon atom adjacent to 
the carbonyl group of the carboxylic acid is a quaternary carbon atom is 
used as set forth in Claim 4. Applicants' arguments in the Remarks are 
persuasive.
